The entire powers of the governmenl 
arc divided betv.een tbe two. To the Fed- 
eral Government was delegated all power 
necesfary for tbe execution of certain 
V'cll defiued functions of a general nature, 
looking to tbe common defease and secu- 
rity of all the Mates — leavifig all power 
not delegated expressly to the States and 
people thereof. 

Both Federal and State, within the’r 
pretcribed sphere, possess all the attri- 
butes, and perform all the functions of 
government. Neither i* complete without 
the other. The sovereignty and equality 
of the States underlaid, and was the fuo- 
daniental condition of tbe Constitution. 

The States went into the Union on the 
agreed premises of exeiting their com- 
niuii streni^th tor the defense of the whole, 
ftiui of all Its parts; but of utterly exclu'l- 
ii'g all capability of reciprocal aggression. 
I'laeh 8<deiiinly bound it-self to all the 
others neither to undertake nor permit 
ary encroachtueut upon, or intermed.lling 
ttitb, another's recerved rights. 

T he independent sovereignty of the 
States assured to each by the constitti- 
tioual provision for co-equal representa- 
tion in the Senate of the United States, 
was Uie fundamental condition of the 
American Union. 

Such is the brief outline of the consti- 
tutiural theory of that noble structure of 
free representative government erecte.l by 
cur faiber* a* an entrenchment of civil 
and religious liberty against the encroach- 
ments ot power. 

It has stood the shock of nearly eighty 
years. It has blessed us as f.*w nations 
have ever been blessed. Under its pro- 
tection we have enjoyed liberty, security, 
prpf].erily and happiness. 

A distinguished living FEnglish sfites- 
mun. in Is'i:!, in prefacing a defense of 
the English Government and Constitution 
against the liberals, wrho, in support of 
th'-ir views, pointed to the American suc- 
cess in free institutions, said: 

‘‘Nor can the L'niteJ States of America 
I>e fairly <|unted as an example against 
me. \\ hethcr she be more or le.ss happy 
than Erglrnd, her standing in the world 
is not yet such as to enable her to .Iraw 
any triumph from the comp.ari5on of her 
institutions with those of other nations. 
Since she first conquered her indepeud- 
cuce, she Las been a.s little exposed to the 
internald angers arising from war as the Re- 
public of San Muriuo. She has had aconti- 
nent to spread in, ami a huge wil'Jernes* to 
ret'-eive the unquiet ami fe*inenting spirits 
among her people. Each State ha.s gov- 
erned itself with ns little dilliculty as the 
(Quarter Sessions in EnglaiiJ regulate the 
county expen.se*: her Congress has car- 
ried on war and negotiations without the 
smallest apprehension of conquest. It is 
when the republic, weary ol peace and 
proFp"rity, sh.ull measure her new forces, 
and sigh for greatness and glory; when a 
national debt and a national army shall 
he created hy the will of national opinion;

ip;. Tlinnksgiving Day dates back to 
the advent of the Pilgrim Fathers upon 
tbe soil uf New England, and bad its ori- 
gin in their antipathy to the Christmas 
holidays, which they regarded as an in- 
vention of Papal Rome, without any foun- 
dation or warrant in Holy Writ. Still, ! 
those stern, uncompromising religionists ^ 
deemed it proper and becoming that aeer- : 
lain day should be set apart as an occa- 
sion lor rendering special thanks to the I 
Almighty fur the unfailing mercies and ! 
blessings which had crowned tbe year, i 
lhauksgiviug Day in this way became an 
established institution uf the New Eng- 
land creed, and by their descendants it 
was transplanted in ever}' Northern State. ' 
At tbe outset, tbe festival was strictly a ; 
rerglons one, and as a matter of course ■ 
was observed by our Puritan forefathers ' 
w ith the austerity aud self-denial by which ! 
thiy were so eminently cliarucieriz >d- ! 
Rat the epiilt of cheerfulness, iu the ’

1 be Indiana has her hills up for next Sat- 
urday, but .nIic will undoubtedly lay over 
until next week some time. 

The Duve No. 2 came in from Madison 
yesterday. She w-a.s detained by the fog. 

The Major Anderson, due here yester- 
day morning from Cincinnati, had not ar 
rived at a late hour yesterday evening. 
She has been detained by the fog which 
prevailed on the river all day yesterday, 
and arrived here undoubtedly some time 
last night.

I Miluiitto the juilgmeiit of Congress 
whether the ]iublic creiiit may iMt ne in- 
jut iuusly affeeled by a system of measure t 
like this With our debt, and the vast 
I'rixale interests which are complicated 
with it, we raiinot be loo caiirkiiis cf a 
policy which might, by pos.sibilily, impair 
the confidence ol the world in our Govern- 
ment. That confidence can only be re- 
tained by carefully inculcating the prin- 
ciples of justice and honor on the popular 
mind, and by the most scrupulous fidelity 
to all our engiigements of every sort. Any 
strious breach of the organic law, per- 
sisted in for a considerable lime, cannot 
but create fear* lor the stability of oiir in- 
stitutions. Hubitiial violation of pre- 
scribed rules, which we biud ours'-lves to 
observe, must demoralize the people. Our 
only standard of civil duty being set at 
naught, the sheet anchor of oar pulitical 
niorality is lott, the public conscience 
swings from its moorings, and yields to 
every impulse of passion aud interest If 
we repudiate the Constitution, we will not 
be expected lo care much for mere pecu- 
niary obligations. Tbe violationof such a 
jdedge as we made on the 2’Jd day of 
July, 1 Hill, will assuredly di mi nisb the mar- 
ket value of our other promises. Besides, 
if we now acknowledge that the national 
debt was created, not to hold the States in 
tbe I'nion, as the tax payers were led to 
suppose, but to expel them from it and 
hand them over to be governed by ne- 
groes, the moral duly to pay it may seem 
much less clear. J say it may seem so; 
for I do not admit that this or any other 
argument in favor of repudiation can be 
eiitertaiiied as sound, but its influence en 
some classes of minds may well be appre- 
headed. The financial honor of a great 
commercial nation, largely indebted, and 
with a republican form of governmeat ad- 
ministered by agents of the popular 
choice, is a thing of such delicate texture, 
and tbe destruction of it would be follow- 
ed by such un.speakable calamity, that 
every true patriot must desire to avoid 
whatever might expose it to the slightest 
danger. 

'1 he great intere.sts of the country re- 
quire immediate relief from these enacl- 
inet.tF. Business iu the South is para- 
lyzed by a sense of general insecurity, by 
the terror of confiscation, and the dread 
of negro supremacy. The Southern ti-aJe, 
from which the North would have derived 
so great a profit under a government of 
law, still languishes, and can never be re- 
I vived until it ceases to be fettered by the 
arbitrary power which makes all its ope- 
rations unsafe. That rich country — the 
richeft in natural resources tbe world ever 
saw— is worse than lust if it be not soon 
[ placed under the protection of a free 
Constitution. Instead of being, as it 
ought to be, a source of wealth and power, 
it will become an intolerable burden upon 
the reft of the nation. 

Anotl rr reason for retracing our steps 
will driobtless be seen by Congress in the 
I late marilfestutious of public opinion upon 
this Eubjcct. IVe live in a country where 
the popular will always enforces obedience 
to itself, sooner or later. It is vain to 
I think of opposing it with anything .short 
I of legal authority, backed by overwhelra- 
I iiig force. It cannot have escaped your 
attention that from the day on which 
j Congress fairly and formally presented 
i the propo* tion to govern the Southern 
Slates by military force, with a view to the 
ultimate esl.;bli8hment of negro suprema- 
cy, every expression of the general senti- 
ment h-as been more or less adverse to it 
Tbe affections of this generation cannot be 
detached from the institutions of tbeir an- 
cestors. Tbeir determination to preserve 
the inheritance of free government in 
' their own hands, and transmit it unJi- 
I yided aud unimpaired to their own poster- 
ity, is tooftropg to be successfully oppos- 
ed. Every weaker passion will disappear 
before that love of liberty and law for 
whifli the American people are distin- 
gui'led above all others in the world. 

How far the duty of the I’lesident “to 
preserve, protect, and defend the Consti- 
tution, ’ requires him to go in opposing an 
uncoDstiluiioiiul act of Congress, is a very 
serious and important question, on which 
1 have deliberated much, and felt e.\- 
trcmely anxious lo reach a proper con- 
clusion. Where an act has lieen passed 
according to the forms of the (Tonstitu- 
titm by the supreme legislative authority, 
and is regularly enrolled among the pub- 
lic statutes of the country. Executive re- 
sistance to it, especially in times of high 
party excitement, would be likely to pro- 
duce violent collision between the respect- 
ive adbereiils of the two branches of the 
Government. 1 his would be simply civil 
war; aud civil war must be resorted to 
only as the last remedy for the worst of 
evils. Whatever might tend to provoke 
it should be most carefully avoid. I A 
faithful and conscientious Magizlrate will 
concede very much to hoiie.st error, and 
something even to perverse malice, before 
be will endanger the public peace; and he 
will not adopt forcible measures, or such 
es might lead to force, as long as those 
which are peaceable remain open to him 
or to bis constituents. It ia true that 
cases may occur in which the Executive 
would be compelled to stand on its rights, 
and maintain them, regardless of all con- 
st quenccs. If Congress should pas.s an 
act which is not only in palpable conlliut 
with the Constitntiou, but will certainly, 
if carried out, produce immediate and ir 
reparable injury to the organic structure 
of the Government, and if there be neither 
judicial remedy for the wrongs it inflicts, 
nor I ower in the people to protect them- 
Eclves without the official aid of their 
elected defender; if, for instance, the Leg- 
islative Itfpartment should pass an act 
even through all the forms of law to 
abelish a co-ordinate department of the 
Government — in such a case the President 
must take the high responsibilities of his 
office, and save the life of the nation at 
all hazards. The so-called reconstruction 
Bets, though us plainly unconstitutional 
as any that can be imagined, were uot be- 
lieved to lie within the class last men- 
tioned. The people were uot wholly dis- 
armed of the power of self-defense. In 
all the N'ottherii .Slates they still 
held in their hands the sacred right 
of tl e ballot, and it was safe to believe 
that in due time they would come to the 
ref cue of their own institutions. It gives 
n:r pleasure to add that the appeal to our 
common constituents was nut taken in 
vain, and ihal my coufidence in their wis- 
dom and virtue seems Hollo have been 
misplaced.

Fidelity to the Cunslitutiuii m-jy be 
understood or misunderstood in athou.sand 
dillerent ways, and by vi'jleiit parly iiic-ii, 
in violent party times, unfuitbrulncss to 
tic Constitution may even eome lobeeon- 
sidered meritorious. If the officer be ac- 
cused of dishonesty, how shall it be made 
out'? Will it be inferred from acts uncon- 
nected with I ublic duty, from private his- 
tory, or from general reputation'? Or 
must the I'resident await the commis.sion 
of an actual misdemeanor iu office? Shall 
be, in tbe meantime, risk the character 
and interest of tbe nation in the bands of 
men to whom he cannot give his confi- 
dence? Must he forbear his complaint 
until the niischief is done aud cannot be 
prevented? If his zeal in the public ser- 
vice should impel him to anticipate the 
overt act, must he move at the 
peril of being tried himself for 
the cfi'ence of slandering Iiis sub- 
ordinate? In the present circumstances 
of the country, some one must be held re- 
sponsible for tdru-ial delinquency of every 
kind. It is extremely difficult t i say 
where that responsibility should be 
thrown, if it he not left where it has been 
placed by the Constitution. Hut all jiiM 
men will admit that the President ought 
to he entirely relieved from such respotisfi 
bility, if he cannot meet it by reason of 
restrictions placed by I:»w npon his action. 

Tie unrestricted power of removal from 
office is a very great one to be trusted even 
to 11 Msgistrute chosen by tbe general suf- 
friige ol the whole peuple, and accounta- 
ble direelly lo tlieiii tor bis acts. It is 
undoubtedly liable to abuse, and at some 
periods of onr history perhaps has been 
abused. If it be thought de.sirable and 
constitutional that it should be so limited 
aa to make tbe President merely a coiii- 
nioii informer against other public agents, 
be should at least be permitted to act in 
that capacity before some open tribunal, in- 
dependent of parly polities, ready to in- 
veFtigate the merits of every case, fur- 
nished with the means of taking evidence, 
and bound 4o decide according to estab- 
liclitd rules. This would guarantee the 
safety cf tbe accuser when he acts in good 
faith, ar.d at the Eame time secure the 
rights of the other party. 1 speak of 
course with all proper re.'pect for the 
presi'iit.Senate, but it dc -s not seem to 
me that any legislative body can be so 
constituted a.s to insure its fitness for 
tliPfp function!). 

llisnxttbe theory of this Govern- 
ment flat public olB'.-f' are the 
picperiy of thore who hold them. 
They are given merely as a trust 
for the public benefit, sometimes for 
a fixed period, sometimes during good be- 
havior, but generally they are Kable lo be 
terminated at the pleasure of the appoint- 
ing power, which lepresenfs the collective 
nisjesty and speak.s the will ot the people. 
The forced retention in office of a single 
dishonest person may work great injury 
to ‘.he public interests. The danger to 
the public SCI vice comes uot from the 
power to remove, but from tbe power to 
appoint. Therefors it was that the framers 
ot the Constitution left the power of re- 
moval unrestricted, while they gave tbe 
Senate a right to reject all appointments 
which, in its opinion, were not fit to be made. 
A little retlection on this subject will prob- 
ably satisfy all who have the good of the 
couuliy at heart that our best coiurse 
is to tale the Constitution for our Kuide, 
walk in the path marked oat by the tomid-. 
er.sof the llepublic, aud obey the rules 
made sacred by the observance of our 
great predecessors. 

The present condition of our finances 
and circulating medium is one to which 
joiir early consideration is invited. 

The proportion which the currency of 
any country should hear tothe whole value 
of tbe annual produce circulated by its 
means is a question upon which political 
economists have not agreed. Nor can it 
he controlled 1 y legislation, hut must be 
left to the irrevocable laws which every- 
where regulate commerce and trade. The 
circulating medium will ever irresistibly 
flow to those points where it is in great- 
est demand. The law of demand and 
supply is as unerring us that which regu- 
lates tbe tides of the ocean; and indeed 
c-urremy, like the tides, h.vs its ebbs and 
flows throughout the commercial world. 

At the beginning of the tebcllion the 
bank-note <-ir(-ul»tion of the couii'ry 
amounted to not mu< h more than two 
Luedred millions of dollars; now the cir- 
culation of National Hank notes and 
those known as “legal tenders" ia nearly 
seven hundred millions. While it ia urged 
by some that this amuuiit thould be in- 
creased, others contend that a decided 
icducliuu is absolutely esscutial to the 
best interests ot the couiilry. In view of 
these diverse opinions, it may be well to 
ascertain tbe real value of our paper is- 
sues, when compared with a metallic or 
convertible currency. For this pur- 
pose, let rs inquire how much 
gold and silver could be purchased by 
the seven hundred millions of paper mon- 
ej’ now iu circulation? Probxbly not 
more than half the amount of the latter, 
showing that when our paper currency is 
cemparxd with gold and silver its coin- 
ineiciul value is compressed into three 
hundred and liliy luiillons. I'his strikiug 
fact makes it the obvinu.s duty of the Gov- 
ernment, as early us may be consistent 
xviih tie priuciplws of sound puliticiil econ- 
emy, to take such measures as will enable 
the holder of its notes and those of the 
National Hunks to convert them, xrithout 
loss, into specie or its equivulcut. A re- 
duction of our paper circulating medium 
need not ncccfsarily follow. This, however, 
would depend uiioii the law of demand 
and supply, though it should he burue in 
mind ibul by muking Icgut-tcnder aud 
batik notes convertible into coin or its 
tquixab-nl, tbeir present .specie x-alue iu 
tbe bui.ds of tbeir holders would be cii- 
b»i led one hundred per c> nt. 

l.igislation for tlie accoinplislimeut of 
11 icMilt so desirablH is demanded by the 
liiulie'l jiulilie considerations. The (fim- 
Flilulion contemplates that the circulu- 
liiig medium (d ill" eoiiiitry shall be uni- 
film in quality ai>d value. At Ihe time 
of the formation of that instrument, the 
eouniry had ju -i emerged from the War 
of the Hi vcduiion. ar.d was sulTcring from 
iLetff’eclsof artilundunt and xvorlhless 
paper cuiri nty. The .•■•ages of that period 
were anxious to protect their poatbrity 
from the tvils which they themselves hud 
expeiicnced. Heine, iu priniding :i i ir- 
culaiiiig medium, ibey confi rred up in 
C’oi'.giets lie jiower to coin money and

1 here is no re.ason winch will be 
neef piled as satisfactory by ;lie people, 
why tbuse xvlio deleiid us on Ihe laud and 
protei t us on tbe sea; the pensioner upon 
the gratitude of the nation, bearing the 
scars and wounds received while in its 
Fcivice: the putiliu servants in the vari- 
ous Departments of the G.ivernment : the 
fiirnurwiio supjilies tbe soldiers of the 
army ard the sailors ot the navy; the ar- 
tisan who toils in the nation's workshops, 
or the n echanics and laborers who imilJ 
its edifices and construct its forts and ves 
scls of war— sbou'J, iu p-iyiuent of their 
ju.'t and hard-eiitned dues, receive depre- 
ciated paper, while another class of their 
couiilrjmen, no more deserving, are paid 
in Clin of gold and silver. Equal aud 
exact justice requires that all the credi- 
tors o( the fiovernmeiit should he paid in 
a currency possessing a unif.irm value. 
This can only be accoinpbsheil bj the res- 
terMtioii of ilie curreiii-y to the siaii- 
dard established by Ihe ('mi.stiiu- 
ion; and by this ruex-is 
we would remove a disci' iiination which 
may, if it bus not already iluiie so, create 
a jircjudie-p that may become cb-ep r>iot.'d 
Biid wide-spread, and imperil the n.atinnal 
credit. 

Tbe feasibility of making our ciirrcni v 
correspond with the consniutioiinl stand- 
ard may be seen by reference 'o a few 
fuels derived from our commercial sta- 
ti.'tics.

These figures show an excess of 
Jiroduet over net exports of OffO.Oin. 
There arc in the Treasury $1 1 1.OOd.Oi.d in 
coin, si.melhing more than $IO,000,OiW in 
circulation on the I’lioilic Coa't, and a 
few miliion.s in the National and oth»r 
Hanks— in all about $100, (00,000. This, 
however, taking into account the .specie 
in the- country prior t« I- 1?, leaves more 
than three Luudrtd millions of dull-srs 
which Luvi uot been accounted for by ex- 
portation, and therefore may jet reiuain 
in the country. 

T hese are important fac*s, aud show how 
comjdclely the inferior currency will su- 
jierstde the belter, forcing it from circula- 
tion emong Ihe mas.-ie’, and causing it to 
le exported ns a mere article of tr.xde, to 
add to the money enjiitalof foreign lands. 
Tliey show the necessity of retiring our 
paper money, that the return of gold and 
silver to Ihe avenues of trade m.ay be in- 
vited, and a demand created which will 
cni'sp the retention nt home of at least so 
niurn of the prodiiolions of our rich and 
inexhaustible gold bearing fields as may 
be sufficient for purjio.ses of circahition. 
It is unreasonable to expect a returu to a 
sound ciirrcncy so long as the Government, 
by ccntiuuiiig to issue irredeemable 
lutes, fills the ebunuels of elrcula'ion 
with depreciated paper. Notwithstanding 
a coinage by onr mint.*, sinee I't!'.*, of 
eight hundred and sevcnly-fuur miUions 
(d dollars, tbe peojdc ate now strangers to 
tbe currenoy which was designed for their 
use uiid benefit, and specimens of the 
precious metals bearing tbe national de- 
vice are seldom seen, excejit when pro- 
duetd to gratify the interest excited by 
their novelty, if depreciated paper is to 
be centinned ns lie permanent currency 
of the countiy, and all our coin is lo be- 
come a mere article of traffic aud specula- 
tion, to the enhancement in price of all 
that is iiidis]iensub!e to the comfort 
of the people, it would be wi.se eenn- 
(.my to abolish our mints, thus saving 
the ration tie care and expense inci- 
dent to such establishments, and let all 
our precious metals he exported in bul- 
lion. T he time has come, however, when 
the Government and National Hanks 
should be required to take the moat effi- 
lit lit steps nud make all necessary ar- 
laiiennenls for a resumption of specie 
I aj mciil.s ut the earliest practicable peri- 
od, Specie payments having been once 
resumed by the Government and hanks, 
all notes or bills of paper is :aed by either 
of a le.es deiiominati-an than twenty dol- 
lars should by law be cxclu.ied from cir- 
culation, so Ihi't the people may have the 
benebt and ccnvenicuce of a gold aud 
silver i-urrcney wbicb in all tbeir biisi- 
ners transactions will be uniform iu value 
at hr me and abroad. 

"Every man of property or industry, 
t very man who desire.' to preserve what 
be honestly pnssea.ses, or to obtain what 
he ran honenly ea'n, has a direct inter- 
est iu maint-aining a safi; circulating 
niidium — such a medium as .'h.ill 
be ’leal ami subst-iiilial, uot Iiab'e 
'o vilrate xviih opinion.', not sub- 
jeit lo be blown up t-r blown down 

by the hrenth of illation, hilt to 'oe 

made staUc and sf-ciire. A disordered 
currency is one of the greatest pobiical 
cvilF. it undermines the virtues neecs- 
'arx tortile bupjiurl of the social system, 
si.'ij encourages pi'Ojien'ilies destructive 
ol its happiness; it wars again.sf industry, 
frugiibty ixml economy, an. I it fosters the 
ex il Fpiriis of e.x'r.'tv.sg.anee and 'peenbi- 
ii( n. It l as bet n asserted by ono of O'lr 
profound and most gilled statc.siuen. that 
"cf all the contrivances for cheating tbe la- 
boring classes ot munkiud, none has 'ueen 
n.ore effectual than that which deludes 
(hen. with pajier miiiiey. This is the most 
efleituul cf iuveulious lo fertilize tie rich 
man's fields by the sweat of the 
jn:or man's brow. Ordinnry tyr.itiny, 
opjreffi-.n, excessive laxnl-on — the-e 
bear bgh'ly on the happiness of 
of the mafs of the community compared 
with a traiidiilent ciiiri-ni-y, and the roh- 
betiis comuiittcd by d» pri-eial.'J jnijnT. 
Our own history has recorded for our in-
